Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 5-7 and 9 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With regard 
to Independent Claims 5 and 9, the Applicant has sufficiently amended the claims and 
defined a liquid crystal display, whereby the prior art fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of structural limitations claimed therein, specifically to the disposition of the 
electrodes of the lamps, the inner wall coating of the lamps (e.g., BAM type phosphor), 
and the difference in color sense attributed to the structural relationships of the 
components within the device. All subsequent claims are allowed due to dependency.
